1 . PALESTINIAN WRITERS AND JOURNALISTS UNION CLOSED FIVE- 
DAYMEETING IN TUNIS ON MARCH 9 WITH ELECTION OF NEW 
SECRETARIAT. "NATIONAL UNITY" GROUPS (FATAH AND ALLIES) 

PRESENTED CANDIDATES FOR ALL FIFTEEN SEATS TO BE FILLED, 

AND "INDEPENDENT" GROUP PRESENTED LIST OF TEN CANDIDATES. 

OF 166 PARTICIPANTS IN CONGRESS, ONLY 132 PARTICIPATED IN 
ELECTION; 34 DELEGATES WERE LISTED AS "ABSENT." 

2. ACCORDING TO PRESS REPORTS, A NUMBER OF FATAH PARTICIPANTS 
REFUSED TO FOLLOW INSTRUCTIONS OF THEIR GROL LEADERSHIP 
(FATAH WAS SAID TO HAVE CONTROLLED 60 PERCENT OF DELEGATES, 
"INDEPENDENTS" AROUND 40 PER CENT). AS RESULT. MORE 
"INDEPENDENTS" (NOTABLY BILAL AL HASSEN, MAAN BACHOUR 

AND HANI MENDES) WERE ELECTED THAN CONGRESS LEADERSHIP 
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IS SAID TO HAVE EXPECTED. 

3. BREAKDOWN OF THOSE ELECTED WAS: FIVE FOR FATAH, 

FIVE FOR INDEPENDENTS, TWO FOR PFLP. TWO FOR PDFLP. 

ONE FOR PFLP-GC. TWO REPRESENTATIVES OF BAATH 
(FATHI MOUSSA FROM SYRIA AND NACIF AOUAD FROM IRAQ) 

WERE NOT ELECTED, SUPPOSEDLY CONTRARY TO "INSTRUCTIONS" 
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FROM LEADERSHIP OF VARIOUS GROUPS AT CONGRESS. 

4. APART FROM ABOVE, PUBLISHED ACCOUNTS OF ELECTION 
RESULTS DID NOT INDICATE FURTHER TO WHICH PALESTINIAN 
FACTIONS SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES BELONGED. WE ARE REPORTING 
LIST AS IT WAS PUBLISHED, HOWEVER, AD DEPARTMENT AND 
INFORMATION ADDRESSEES MAY FIND IT USEFUL FOR BIOGRAPHIC 
AND OTHER PURPOSES. 

5. NAJI ALLOUCH, THE UNION'S PREVIOUS SECRETARY GENERAL, 

WAS RECONFIRMED IN A PROVISIONAL CAPACITY, PENDING ELECTION 
BY THE SECRETARIAT OF A NEW PERMANENT SECRETARY GENERAL.
